But 
if he will not hear thee, then take 
with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three wit- 
nesses every word may be estab- 
lished. And if he shall neglect 
to hear them, tell it unto the 
CHURCH: but if he neglect to hear 
the church, let him be unto thee 
as an heathen man and a publican. 
Verily I say unto you, Whatsoever 
ye shall bind on earth shall be 
bound in heaven: and whatsoever 
ye shall loose on earth shall be 
loosed in heaven. For where two or 
three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of 
them,” Matthew 18:15-18, 20.

N THESE FEW verses, Jesus 
Give us the organization, the 

duty, and the power of the 
local church. The church is a di- 
vine institution, ordained by God 
for the work of His kingdom here 
on earth. The church is more than 
another society established for 
mutual benefits; it is that, but 
far more. It is not a club of some 
kind for pleasure and entertain- 
ment. It is a much greater insti- 
tution than the home and the 
state. All these institutions have 
their place in the plan of life, but 
the church is built for the plan 
of eternity. 

Home has its place in the train- 
ing, discipline, and growth of a 
child’s life. The state has its place 
in producing employment, educa- 
tion, and conveniences for living. 
Going beyond these, however, the 
church prepares and preserves souls 
for eternity. 


The Church as a Fold 


IN DESCRIBING the 
church as a fold, we go back to 
the oriental idea of protecting the 
sheep from the winds, storms, rains, 
and enemies such as the lion, the 
wolf, and the bear. It is foolish 
to think that a shepherd would 
buy sheep, put forth many sacri- 
fices to have a great flock, and fail 


to have a place to protect them. 
The Lord Jesus paid a great price 
for the Church, even His life on 
the cross. It is inconsistent to think 
that He would go back to God and 
not provide a place of protection 
for them. The church is that place 
of protection. Every born-again be- 
liever needs to become a member 
of the local Church of God. The 
sheep are counted, called by name, 
and cared for by the under-shep- 
herd, the pastor. 

If your brother sins against you, 
Jesus said for you to go to him in 
order to expose his sin alone and 
not before everybody in town. We 
are not to try to get our brother 
turned out of the church, but to 
help him see his wrong and repent. 
We are our brother’s keeper. We 
are members one of another and 
are supposed to help save our 
brother. If we truly love our broth- 
er, we will do our utmost to get him 
back to God. 

When we have done our best and 
he will not hear us, let us take 
one or two more witnesses; if he 
will not hear them, take the matter 
before the church. The church 
must, now, make an effort to save 
him. “In the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, when ye are gath- 
ered together, and my spirit, with 
the power of our Lord Jesus Christ, 


To deliver such an one unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in 
the day of the Lord Jesus” (1 Cor- 
inthians 5:4, 5). This shows the 
proper manner of dealing with a 
sinning brother. It must be done 
in the name and power of Christ. 
If it is done in some manner other 
than here prescribed, it is done 
wrong. 

The church is admonished to 
take action concerning those who 
have done wrong. “And if any man 
obey not our word by this epistle, 
note that man [put a mark after 
his name], and have no company 
with him, that he may be ashamed. 
Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother” 
(2 Thessalonians 3:14, 15). 

If the action of the church is 
done in love, sincerity, and in the 
fear of God, it is accepted as the 
action of God. When the sinning 
brother is rejected by the church, 
he is rejected by God. If the church 
binds him on earth, he is bound 
in heaven; if the church looses him 
on earth, he is loosed in heaven. 

It is a serious thing for members 
not to listen to the voice of God 
through the church, for it is the 
tool of God, the voice of God, and 
the power of God on earth. If a

OSES WAS THE great 
VI] emancipator of the chil- 
dren of Israel. God had 
showed His great signs and wonders 
in the court of Pharaoh, making 
this hard-hearted ruler willing to 
release the Israelites from Egypt, 
the land of their cruel bondage. 
Pharaoh, with his army, had pur- 
sued them to the Red Sea, but 
God intervened for His people. The 
result was safety for the Israelites 
but death by drowning for the 
Egyptians. As Israel looked in the 
morning light across the now quiet 
sea, into which God had destroyed 
their pursuers, a song of triumph 
escaped from their lips. Moses sang 
with the children of Israel, as 
Miriam and the women played 
their timbrels, dancing before the 
Lord. What a marvelous victory! 
Israel had now become a nation. 
Israel on her journey to Canaan 
had to be delayed in the wilderness 
for a time of organization as well 
as testing from God. Because of 
their being slaves for so long, the 
people needed laws, regulations, 
and training in order to serve God 
properly. Moses was God’s repre- 
sentative to the people of Israel. 
When God had a message for the 
Israelites, He spoke to Moses and 
Moses in turn interpreted the words 
to the people. God had chosen this 
nation to be a peculiar treasure 
unto Himself. 

In the third month after leaving 
Egypt, the children of Israel 
reached the wilderness of Sinai 
where they pitched camp. As we 
try to visualize the scene, we see 
the valleys and glens dotted with 
the tents of Israel. This was the 
best watered neighborhood in the 
whole peninsula,as running streams 
were plentiful. In front of the camp 
rose the mountains from which 
God was soon to give His law to the 
people. All the people in the camp 
trembled, and rightly so, for as 
they gazed upon it, Mount Sinai 
seemed on fire. In the midst of 
thunder and lightning, the voice 
of the trumpet sounded exceedingly 
loud and the mountains quaked 
greatly. Moses spoke and God an- 
swered him. 

“And the Lord came down upon 
mount Sinai, on the top of the 
mount: and the Lord called Moses 


+ 
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up to the top of the mount; and 
Moses went up. And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Go down, charge the 
people, lest they break through un- 
to the Lord to gaze, and many of 
them perish” (Exodus 19:20, 21). 

For three days the people had 
been preparing themselves by con- 
tinued sanctification to receive the 
commandments of God through 
Moses. It was not the selection of 
Israel from other nations that 
made them holy but rather the 
relationship to God into which His 
selection brought them. They en- 
tered into a covenant relationship 
with God. By the discipline of God’s 
law and the guidance of His holy 
arm, the nation was to be led on- 
ward. They were not to be like other 
nations around them, but were to 
be a separate people, dedicated to 
the one true God. Every contact 
with idolatry was to be avoided, 
as full obedience to Jehovah was 
required. They had the assurance 
of the personal presence of God to 
accompany them in their journeys, 
with God’s promise to give them the 
land of Canaan as an everlasting 
possession. 

They had recently been delivered 
from the land of bondage. They saw 
the visible presence of God, repre- 
sented by the smoking mountain. 
Moses, their leader, had entered into 
the cloud of God’s presence for 
them, so they were signally blessed. 
This was a high day for Israel. 

It is often during the heights of 
a religious victory that our greatest 
temptations occur. So was it proven 
in the history of Israel. While these 
sacred transactions were taking 
place, a far different scene was 
enacted in the camp of Israel. 
Moses was on the mount forty days 
and forty nights. His prolonged 
absence caused a terrible reaction 
among the people. 


“And when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down out of 
the mount, the people gathered 
themselves together unto Aaron, 
and said unto him, Up, make us 
gods, which shall go before us; for 
as for this Moses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of 
Egypt, we wot not what is become 
of him” (Exodus 32:1). 

It seems evident that Israel did 
not mean to forsake God, but they 
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Lord’s 
Side?

“Then Moses stood in the gate 
of the camp, and said, Who is on 
the Lord’s side? let him come unto 
me. And all the sons of Levi 
gathered themselves together unto 
him,” Exodus 32:26. 
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did wrong in wanting some visible 
symbol of His presence. God in- 
formed Moses of their terrible sin, 
declaring that He would consume 
them if only Moses would step aside. 
Moses interceded for the people by 
reminding God of His promises to 
the patriarchs concerning posses- 
sion of the land of Canaan. Moses 
told God that the Egyptians would 
say He had brought Israel into the 
wilderness to slay them. Because 
of this plea from Moses, God spared 
the Israelites. 

Moses was hardly prepared for 
the sight that greeted him when 
he came into camp. Aaron had 
taken the people’s jewels and fash- 
ioned a molten calf. The Israelites 
sang and danced in a riotous man- 
ner as they worshiped before this 
idol in licentious merriment. The 
effect of this sight caused Moses 
to break the tables of law which 
God had given him. 


“And it came to pass, as soon as 
he came nigh unto the camp, that 
he saw the calf, and the dancing: 
and Moses’ anger waxed hot, and 
he cast the tables out of his hands, 
and brake them beneath the mount. 
And he took the calf which they 
had made, and burnt it in the fire, 
and ground it to powder, and 
strewed it upon the water, and 
made the children of Israel drink 
of it” (Exodus 32:19, 20). 

“Then Moses stood in the gate of 
the camp, and said, Who is on the 
Lord’s side? let him come unto me. 
And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. And 
he said unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Put every man 
his sword by his side, and go in 
and out from gate to gate through- 
out the camp, and slay every man 
his brother, and every man his 
companion, and every man his 
neighbour. And the children of Levi 
did according to the word of Moses: 
and there fell of the people that 
day about three thousand men” 
(Exodus 32:26-28). 

Sin always separates from God. 
Sin always pays off in death. The 
wages of sin have never changed. 
Some have wondered why only 
three thousand fell. Edersheim says 
thst when Moses stood in the camp 
and made his proclamation, there 
stood before him a number of men 


still thronging the open roadway of 
the camp in a state of licentious 
attire, whom even his appearance 
and words had not yet sobered into 
quietness, shame, and repentance. 
These were met by the avenging 
Levites as they passed from gate 
to gate, like the destroying angel 
in Egypt; these were the three 
thousand who fell, while the vast 
multitude had retired to their tents 
in repentance and fear. 


THERE IS always a 
choice mortal man must make—to 
serve God or to continue in sin. 
Sin in the world has caused a 
broken fellowship between man and 
God. In order to serve God, we 
must cross over the line of evil 
and wrongdoing to embrace the 
teachings of Jesus. Too many put 
off making the right choice, thus 
ending their lives in tragedy. In- 
decision is always dangerous. A 
man without decision is as a wave 
of the sea or a feather in the air 
which every breeze blows about as 
it pleases. The dark avenue of hu- 
man folly is a sure route to ruin. 
The blueprint of man’s plans, if 
followed, will lead to corruption. 
Human reasoning rejects divine 
things, but we must walk by faith. 

During the Civil War a soldier 
could not make up his mind 
whether to join the North or the 
South. So he put on a blue coat 
like the northern army and gray 
pants like the southern army. When 
he got into battle both sides shot 
at him. We cannot be a friend to 
God if we still hold to the things 
the devil has to offer. 

Just as Moses called for a separa- 
tion of the Israelites, God is calling 
for men and women to come to 
His side. The side of right is going 
to win in the end. There are 
numerous blessings in store for the 
people on God’s side. Jesus offers 
life to all who will accept. “ ... I 
am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more 
abundantly” (John 10:10). Our lives 
freshen only when we give our- 
selves unreservedly to God. The 
true taste of life is found only in 
spiritual things. Life is a journey 
which must be pursued to its ut- 


‘most span by following Jesus. Our 


grand business is to perform our 
duties to our Maker, resting under 


the shadow of His blessings. The 
drama of human life should not be 
enacted upon the stage of time 
by rummaging about in the barren 
attic of worldly pleasures. The 
tempestuous billows tend to over- 
throw us at times, but God can 
chart our course if we but rely 
upon Him. There is a reservoir of 
eternal blessings opened for man- 
kind and we are invited to drink 
deeply at His fountain. Life is 
serious business; a man lives in 
vain without the assistance of God. 
Life is a gift to us not counted by 
years, but by how we use it for 
God. The wheel of life turns ever 
onward, so be sure your righteous 
obligations are met. 

There are temporal blessings in 
store for God’s children. The 
Psalmist says, “Blessed be the Lord, 
who daily loadeth us with benefits, 
even the God of our salvation.

Operation Sixty-six 


Mission Number One

URING THE past year I cel- 
SPesrtes my sixty-sixth 
birthday in London, Eng- 
land, amid surroundings quite in 
contrast with the country site 
where I was born in Kentucky. This 
article written under the sub-title 
“Mission Number One” is the first 
among a series of articles, God per- 
mitting, to be submitted under the 
caption of “Operation Sixty-six.” 
I have already reached England in 
the course of my present travels 
but we shall only deal with the 
first leg of my journey at this 
time. The initial itinerary included 
a trip of approximately 4,500 miles 
across the United States and Can- 
ada, from California, on the Pacific 
Coast, to Gander, a little Canadian 
outpost on the Atlantic Island- 
Province of Newfoundland, and 
thence by airplane across the North 
Atlantic to Shannon, Ireland. 
Traveling by faith, one cannot be 
very definite in arranging his itin- 
erary. He may go only when the 
Lord opens up a way and provides 
the necessary means. Sister Ingram 
and I drove the family car from 
our present home near Twentynine 
Palms, California, to our daughter’s 
home in Lynwood. Continuing from 
Los Angeles, I traveled by bus, 
train, and ferry, following a diver- 
sified route through the southern 
and New England states, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, Can- 
ada, to the point where our plane 
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took off for the overseas hop. 

It cost me considerably more by 
taking the long way around instead 
of a more direct route, but God 
supplied every need. It took 23 
days to make the journey and I 
had to live in hotels during all the 
time except two nights which I 
spent in the home of my good 
friends, Rev. and Mrs. P. D. Hoggatt 
of Houston, Texas. I went that way 
in order to visit our Spanish Pub- 
lishing House in San Antonio, 
Texas, and our General Offices in 
Cleveland, Tennessee. Brother Har- 
grave was away on the field when 
I reached San Antonio, but Brother 
Morse showed me around the new 
air-conditioned printing plant that 
is a credit to the Church of God. 
It was nice to see Brother and 
Sister Morse again and to meet 
some of the Mexican brethren who 
worked with me on the mission 
field some years ago. 


FORTUNATELY, for 
aue, all of our general officials 
were at the home office in Cleve- 
land when I got there and we had 
a nice visit together. Our general 
overseer, Brother James A. Cross, 
and his two assistants, Brother H. 
D. Williams and Brother Earl P. 
Paulk, were engaged in a council 
meeting but they adjourned for 
a time and greeted me _ very 
warmly. Brother Williams and his 
good wife invited me to lunch with 





them and we talked over old times 
while partaking of a wholesome 
repast. Thirty-odd years ago, 
Brother Williams, a young Chris- 
tian man of “like precious faith,” 
used to slip away from his own 
church to attend services at the 
Church of God in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
during my pastorate there. Little 
did I think he would be in full 
fellowship with us now and occupy- 
ing this position, but one never 
knows. One’s future success, or 
failure, depends very much on his 
present conduct or deportment. 


While in Cleveland I was also 
received very cordially by our ex- 
ecutive missions secretary, Brother 
L. H. Aultman, as well as Brother 
Charles W. Conn, Editor-in-Chief, 
Brother Otis McCoy, Music Editor, 
Brother H. Bernard Dixon, Cir- 
culation Manager, and others too 
numerous to mention at this time. 
Many of the younger employees 
remembered me from the time 
when they were just little boys 
and girls and began holloing, 
“Hello, Brother Ingram!” It was 
a very pleasant time of greeting 
for me, and I was glad to see 
Brother Otis McCoy back in the 
publishing house again. He has 
lately come out of retirement to 
resume once again his work as 
music editor. 


From there I continued to Corner 
Brook, Newfoundland, from where 
I had planned to book passage on 
a freight ship going to Europe. 
Most freighters carry a few pas- 
sengers and it is usually cheaper 
than a regular passenger ship, but 
there was none going my way at 
the time. I had reached the point 
of no return, as far as the time 
element and expenses were in- 
volved. So my only alternative was 
to take a plane. In Gander I was 
sharing a room with another 
gentleman and paying $2.75 per 
night at the only hotel in that 
remote outpost. The nearest res- 
taurant was four miles away and 
the taxi fare was $1.00 each way 
with the cheapest meals $1.00 or 
more. So, with my expenses adding 
up to such frightening totals, I 
felt obliged to act quickly and 
book passage on the first plane

HE APOSTLE Paul in the 

} text set forth two very im- 

portant events: (1) the Day 

of the Lord, in which event Christ 

will be revealed from heaven; (2) 

the time of deception, the revealing 
of the man of sin. 

In this eventful revelation 
Christ and the antichrist will ap- 
pear unto men, one in an open 
shout of victory, the other in dis- 
guise as a god himself. Christ in His 
appearing will rapture His prepared 
church-bride, while the antichrist 
will engulf the political world and 
become the accepted Jewish Mes- 
Siah God. The Day of the Lord is 
as a wall against the revealing of 
the antichrist. The wall must be 
removed; then that which is wicked 
will be revealed. He will begin his 
evil deception bringing great tri- 
bulation upon the earth.

Part 1 


Christ will come to earth at the 
close of the tribulation period and 
destroy the antichrist, his false 
prophet, and the kings, with the 
spirit of His mouth, and with the 
brightness of His coming. Christ 
will then first appear unto wicked 
men and all eyes shall see him. 
This is the event of His second 
coming as King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords. 

The Jerusalem Temple is to be 
rebuilt. Both Christ and the anti- 
christ will sit in the Temple. The 
antichrist will first sit as God, op- 
posing all that is called God; Christ 
will then sit upon the earthly 
throne of King David, and will 
order His judgment and righteous- 
ness in the earth for the duration 
of one thousand years. 

Before the Day of the Lord, the 
Church must witness these events: 
(1) the falling away; (2) deception 
by evil means; and (3) the work- 
ings of Satan, the trap that will 
hinder the progress of the Church. 
We will do well to give some con- 
sideration to the facts that lead 
up to the foremost events of all 
time. 

The time of falling away should 
not be considered in the light of 
merely backsliding. This time 
covers a more serious falling away; 
this is referring to the falling 
away, or the turning away from 
the faith. The faith mentioned here 
is not a common belief in Christ, 
but sound doctrine of the common 
salvation of Jesus Christ. In the 


sixteenth century, the Church wit- 
nessed a reform of religion, re- 
turning to the faith of the fathers. 
Reformation was the spirit of the 
century; freedom of worship was 
once more achieved. Within a few 
hundred years the reformed church 
seemingly reached the peak of her 
glory, then the retreat was in sway. 

The Apostle Paul delivered a 
startling message unto the early 
Church, warning them of the de- 
ception that would turn many 
away from the truth of sound 
doctrine. He said that many would 
depart from the faith, giving heed 
to seducing spirits and doctrine of 
devils. Also the Apostle Peter 
warned the Church that many 
would forsake the right way, going 
after the ways of Balaam who 
loved the wages of unrighteousness. 
According to his statement, many 
have been led away by the feigned 
words and pernicious ways of men. 

The age of the Church now 
stands at the crossroad of the 
gospel dispensation. The Church is 
going through a stage of eventful 
changes, passi:.g from the last 
stage of the Philadelphian age into 
the Laodicean lukewarm period. 
Actually we are standing at the 
threshold of the rapture. 

We are admonished in the text 
to let no man deceive us by any 
means. The last-day deception of 
men is offered in so many evil 
inventions of religion that the very 
elect of God stand in jeopardy. 
Modernism is the religious comfort 





of mind that is breaking the ship 
up in troubled waters. We are 
therefore treading evil times, facing 
the wiles of the devil. It is high 
time to awake out of sleep, and 
exhort one another that we be 
not carried away with the winds of 
doctrine and the cunning crafti- 
ness of men, whereby they lie in 
wait to deceive. 

The workings of Satan with all 
lying wonders have been in force 
since the fall of man. However, 
the text has a more direct refer- 
ence to the latter days of the great 
deception, especially during the 
time of the great tribulation. The 
time of apostasy is now in full 
sway, and will be the danger signal 
of the rapture and the approaching 
man of sin. The events of the 
coming of Christ and the revealing 
of the antichrist are timed and 
will transpire almost simultaneous- 
ly. 


WE ARE WELL aware 
of the coming of the Lord Jesus, 
and understand that He is to be 
revealed from heaven. But it re- 
mains a mystery as to the location 
and force of evil from which the 
antichrist will emerge. Bible readers 
understand from the Scripture that 
he has many tricks and that his 
pernicious ways are known, but 
where he will come from and what 
his name will be is yet a symbolic 
mystery unrevealed. We are prone 
to speculate in theories inasmuch 
as we are human, but it will be 
advisable to consider many angles, 
searching for sound facts that will 
stand up under the Scripture. 


In this series of articles, we will 
study various sources that may be 
a possibility from which the anti- 
christ could be revealed. We must 
bear in mind that the spirit of 
the antichrist has long since been 
a working evil influence in the 
world. Those who will let the anti- 
christ spirit deceive them will con- 
tinue to be deceived until he is 
revealed in person. I am afraid 
that his time and his identity, as 
well as his manner of revelation, 
will frightfully disagree with many 
Bible scholars in their theories. 


We are well aware of the con- 
victions of many Bible scholars, 
and we respect their convictions. 


We also believe that many of them 
are men of God and instructed in 
the way of the Lord, but it does not 
necessarily mean that they nor I 
understand all Biblical mysteries. 
Neither did the great teacher 
Apollos of Alexandria; however, he 
was a man of God instructed of the 
Lord and was mighty in the Scrip- 
tures. In all his honorable men- 
tion, Apollos understood only the 
baptism of John. 

It has been my profound con- 
viction that we should broaden our 
views on Scripture and events that 
are to be fulfilled according to 
prophecy. When we hold to one 
certain trend or theory, we some- 
times find our belief facing a dead- 
end street. Becoming befuddled in 
our own thoughts is very humiliat- 
ing, and that is the case when we 
fail to search the Scriptures and 
rightly divide the Word of God. 
Once a minister preached in our 
convention that Samson committed 
suicide and went to hell. But the 
Scripture confirms that he and 
many others died in the faith. 


It is not proper to hold to some 
theory just because that many 
years ago it fitted into the pro- 
phetical jigsaw puzzle. We must 
keep in mind that the evil Nero in 
his time fitted into the picture 
very well, and to this day some 
hold that he will be the antichrist. 
Some Bible scholars still hold to 
the theory that the dictator of 
Italy, the noble Mussolini, will yet 
be the antichrist. Some had rather 
go through life holding to a false 
theory than confess that they were 
mistaken due to the timely life of 
some personality. 


Some scholars hold that Rome is 
the center of the antichrist spirit, 
and that he must emerge from 
the papacy, while others believe 
that out of atheistic Russia will 
come the man of sin. Some scholars 
have shifted from Rome to Berlin 
during the Russo-American dispute 
over Berlin. We will find many 
other theories focused wheresoever 
a major dispute arises between one 
nation and another. This kind of 
teaching and interpretation of pro- 
phetical Scripture is hurtful rather 
than a blessing to the saints. Bible 
prophecy does not change like the 
wind. It is like the Spirit; it bloweth 


where it is written. It is utterly 
impossible to foresee all prophecy 
until we come into the season of 
time. We may understand some but 
not all the mystery of God. 


The prophecy of Daniel is. plainly 
given the proper interpretation in 
both Scripture and history. The 
image dream was a vision of world 
gentile rule of order. The five-divi- 
sional vision is made simple in the 
first four divisions; the political 
kingdoms of Babylon, Medo-Persia, 
Greece, and Rome. The fifth divi- 
sion is of the two feet and ten 
toes: this is well understood to be 
the order of the two beasts, the 
antichrist and his false prophet, 
given authority of rule by the ten 
kings who give their kingdoms into 
his hands, Necessarily, if the first 
order was under political rule, the 
last stage will also be under the 
order of a political force headed by 
the man of sin. 

It is commonly believed that 
Christ will return to the earth the 
second time. Most Christians believe 
that the Day of the Lord is at 
hand, even at the door of time. 
Most scholars agree that the anti- 
christ will be revealed in his time, 
but contradiction arises as to the 
order of His coming. 

Will the antichrist come out of 
Rome from the papacy? Will he 
emerge from the United Arab Re- 
public? How about Soviet Russia? 
In this series we shall examine 
world political powers. May we 
study with an open mind, dis- 
carding theories that do not blend 
with Scripture. This is a study and 
not a point-blank statement of 
opinion. 
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Sunday Schools depend too much 
on routine, sometimes “longhair” 
routine, which makes little spiritual 
impression on the children. Sunday 
Schools must be home-centered. 
They must use hymns, verses, 
stories, handwork, -and whatever 
they have for the purpose of coach- 
ing the children in living with

man deliberately, knowingly, and 
willingly rejects the counsel of a 
Spirit-filled church, he rejects the 
counsel of God. 

If a person cannot get along in 
any church, there is something 
wrong with him. He may make it 
appear that all the churches are 
wrong; nine times out of ten, how- 
ever, he is wrong. The church is a 
fold to restrain the members from 
sinning, and to discipline those that 
do sin, so that the light of the 
true gospel may shine out to the 
world. 


What Constitutes a Local Church 


JESUS SAID, “Where 
two or three are gathered together 
in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them.” (This has been very 
comforting at times in church his- 
tory, because there were times 
when it was not lawful for more 
than three to congregate.) The 
assembly must come together in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the 
purpose of worship, praise, and 
adoration of Christ. A local church 
must have born-again believers to 
be recognized by God as a church. 

There are some churches today 
that are not recognized by God as 
His church, just as not all are 
Jews who are called Jews, and not 
all Israel who are called Israel. 
God is saying to His people, “Come 
out of her, my people, that you be 
not partakers of her sins.” There 
are some church houses that have 
pool.rooms, dance halls, ping-pong 
tables, and everything else in them, 
but God says, “Come out; come 
out, and be ye separate.” 

Some would have you believe that 
the building is the local church, 
but not so. The born-again believ- 
ers are the church, the habitation 
of God through the Spirit. The early 
Church used houses, porches, sheds, 
temples, store buildings, and any- 
thing suitable where people could 
gather. Today we are putting too 
much emphasis on the building 
rather than the people. God dwell- 
eth not in temples made with 
hands. 

You cannot live as good a Chris- 
tian life outside the local church 
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as you can in the local church. 
When you support the local church 
with your tithes and presence, you 
support the general Church. When 
you love the local church, you love 
the general Church and honor 


Christ.

fice; its statutes must be embraced 
and obeyed.

BY TAKING shipside 
or show-go, as the Canadians say, 
I was able to get away from New- 
foundland three days ahead of my 
schedule. Called out of bed at 4:00 
am., I only had 25 minutes to 
dress and pack my four pieces of 
baggage before being whisked away 
in a taxi to the airport. In the 
mad rush my new razor that I 
had used only once was left behind 
in the hotel room. Noting my 
predicament, the Trans-World Air- 
ways presented me with a complete 
men’s toilet kit, including a new 
safety razor, shaving cream, face 
lotion, eye-wash, tooth brush, den- 
tal cream, etc. 

The giant super-constellation jet- 
stream plane took off in the thick 
darkness of the early morning with 














a roar that fairly shook the earth 
in the immediate vicinity. The 
dual-exhaust pipes of the four 
powerful motors were shooting out 
bluish-white flames of fire a yard 
long that made our man-made fly- 
ing machine take on the appear- 
ance of a mystical, snorting, fire- 
eating dragon of some sort. Once 
we were air-borne, I settled down 
in my seat to rest and doze a little. 
It was not long until we were 
flying eastward into the direct rays 
of the rising sun. Of course, we 
were served a delicious breakfast 
and had lunch aboard the plane 
before landing in Ireland. 

I had hoped to see an iceberg, 
which is a common sight when one 
is flying the North Atlantic, but we 
saw very little of the sea en route, 
due to overcast skies. Coming in for 
a landing at Shannon in the Irish 


Republic, I shall never forget a 
pastoral scene that came into full 
view. Our plane flew right into a 
rainbow with its two ends coming 
down to the ground, framing a 
large section of the green, rolling 
hills where cows and sheep were 
grazing contentedly. One Irish lady, 
traveling with her husband, was 
sitting across the aisle from me. 
She was returning to her beloved 
Emerald Isle after being away in 
America for 26 years, and she 
acted like a little girl going home 
to grandma’s house after a long 
absence. Her reaction was quite 
natural, of course, and there is no 
thought here of criticising her 
childlike gestures. I felt like shout- 
ing myself, for what may have 
been written between these lines 
would, indeed, have been quite 
another story. May it suffice to 


say that the devil gave me a bad 
time but the Lord brought me 
through with colors flying, at the 
end of this, the first leg of my 
trip which one may refer to as a 
venture in faith. 

After leaving Gander, every move 
I made seemed to be the leading of 
the Lord, and things in general took 
a definite turn in my favor. In the 
first place I had expected to pay at 
least $25 excess baggage on the 
trans-Atlantic flight, but that mat- 
ter was brushed aside with a wave 
of the baggage master’s hand. In 
Ireland I was asked only one ques- 
tion by the authorities and that was 
in regard to the length of time I 
desired to remain in the country, 
after which my passport was 
stamped for an indefinite stop-over 
in the British Isles and the Re- 
public of Ireland.

New Son Gets 12 Apostles’ 
Names 


AMSTERDAM (EP)—A Dutch 
father has named his newborn son 
after not one, not two, but after 
all 12 of Christ’s apostles. The 
news was reported over Dutch 
radio, which said that a registry 
office clerk had argued with the 
father, saying that when the boy 
grew up he would have trouble 
writing his name in forms and 
statistical reports. 

But the father stuck to his in- 
tentions, and gave his son 12 
Christian names. 


The Case of the J 
Missing Passbooks 


The place was South Africa, and 
the time was late March. The sit- 
uation was much like the period 
when men will need the mark of 
the beast mentioned in Revelation. 

Any South African Negro caught 
without his wallet-size brown pass- 
book containing name, address, 
photo, fingerprint, tax record, em- 
ployer’s signature along with the 
imprint ‘Native’ was liable to in- 
stant arrest, the law said. The law 
was passed by the Union of South 
Africa in an effort to control wide- 
spread demonstrations by the 
country’s 10 million Negroes, but 
instead of controlling the situation, 
the nonviolent demonstrations 
turned into tragedies of death and 
injury. Forty-four Negroes were 
kille and injured by police 
in Cape Town and 254 were 
killed and injured in Sharpeville 
(near Johannesburg) for doing no- 
thing more than gathering silently 


in the streets to protest the pass- 
book law. 

On hearing the news, crowds of 
British citizens in London gathered 
outside South Africa House to pro- 
test the shootings. They chanted: 
“Murder, murder!” 

Dr. Joost de Blank, Anglican 
Archbishop of Cape Town, suggest- 
ed that the churches set up special 
commissions of inquiry to look into 
the situation and to place re- 
sponsibility for such wholesale 
Slaughter where it belonged. 

Roman Catholic Archbishop 
Owen McCann of Cape Town urged 
an investigation of the shooting 
of Africans who demonstrated in 
silent crowds against laws requiring 
them to carry the passbooks. 


Chief Rabbi Israel Abrahams 
stressed that “the recent events 
should not be judged in isolation.” 
He said that what happened at 
Sharpeville and Cape Town “has 
deep roots in the past and menaces 
the entire future of South Africa.” 

The incidents have done several 
obvious things: they have lifted the 
gaze of world attention from Amer- 
ica’s recent racial trouble started 
by Negro “sit-ins” at segregated 
lunch counters in the South; they 
have caused government and reli- 
gious leaders in Europe and Africa 
to better understand the problem in 
America; they have given the Com- 
munists propaganda material. Fin- 
ally, they have opened an era in 
South Africa’s history which will 
unquestionably win for the Negro 
a better claim to his country called, 
ironically, “Free South Africa.” 


Italian Pentecostals 
Now “Official” 

ROME(EP)—tThe Italian govern- 
ment has given Pentecostals official 
recognition in the nation, listing the 
group as “Assemblies of God in 
Italy.” 

Leaders of the church had sought 
recognition and authorization to 
own real estate since the end of 
World War II. They expressed deep 
satisfaction with the achievements. 

Some 500 Pentecostal groups or 
communities make up Italy’s newest 
official religious body. Baptized 
members number nearly 60,000. Rel- 
atives and sympathizers are said 
to bring the denomination’s total 
number of adherents to around 
100,000.

Swastikas Appear in Spain 

MADRID (EP)—Fanatical anti- 
Semitists have not forgotten Spain 
in their desecrations of syna- 
gogues and churches. 

Signs of the swastika, accom- 
panied by anti-Jewish slogans, have 











been seen on walls of the Ameri- 
can, British, French, and German 
consulates in Bilbao. 

Two swastikas, each about three 
feet high, have been seen in Bar- 
celona, where they were accom- 
panied with the words “death to 
the Jews,” painted on walls of the 
local synagogue. In Madrid the 
swastikas were accompanied with 
the words “out with the Jews.” 

The Madrid Press was silent 
about these incidents, but Spain’s 
leading political communist, Pedro 
Gomez Aparicio, condemned the 
acts in an article for Hoja Oficial 
del Lunes as a “general anti- 
Semitic trend in the country. 


Each day: 2,500 Families ‘ 
Broken in U.S. 


NEW YORK (EP)—Each day, some 
2,500 homes are broken daily in 
this country. The reason? Msgr. 
George A. Kelly, director of the 
Family Life Bureau in the New 
York Roman Catholic Archdiocese, 
said it is because of their denial of 
marriage as a sacred sacrament. 
At their annual Communion break- 
fast, some 200 Columbiettes of the 
New York Chapter, Knights of 
Columbus, heard him declare that 
in the U.S. there are 1,000 families 
broken up through divorce, another 
1,000 through separation, and an- 
other 500 through desertions.” 

“One reason for this is that the 
family is no longer held in high 
repute,” the monsignor said. “For 
the evils of family life,” he suggest- 
ed “education for marriage, inspi- 
ration to do right after education, 
and organization to help all fam- 
ilies to do right.” 


Bible Society Unwelcome / 
at Fair 


BERLIN, Germany (EP)—Offi- 
cials of the Leipzig Spring Trade 
Fair have barred the Evangelical 
Bible Society of East Berlin from 
setting up a booth to display its 
products. In years gone by, the 
Society’s stand has attracted many 
visitors. 

Soviet Zone authorities said a 
lack of exhibition space was the 
cause of the ban. The Evangelical 
Bible Society of East Berlin is one 
of the chief Bible producing agen- 
cies of East Germany. 


“Not Guilty” Verdict for ! 
Zealous Protestant 

AQUILA, Italy (EP)—An 80-year- 
old Baptist elder in Italy has been 
acquitted by an appeals court here 


on charge of insulting the Roman 
Catholic religion. 

He is Donato Cretarolo, sentenced 
in April, 1959, to 15 days in jail for 
posting cards in the village of San 
Benedetto del Marsi claiming that 
Protestants were more faithful to 
Christian principles than Catholics. 

This action was prompted by the 
criticism of a local priest who de- 
nounced a parishioner for allowing 
her daughter to marry a Baptist 
and deprive her of the sacraments. 
The court said, however, that 
Cretarolo’s action “did not consti- 
tute vilification of the Catholic 
religion.” It said further that Pro- 
testants may criticize the Catholic 
Church publicly in Italy as long as 
they do not insult it. 


Madrid Church Reopened 


MADRID, Spain (EP)—The Third 
Baptist Church here, closed by the 
Spanish government since Septem- 
ber, 1958, has been granted official 
permission to reopen. 

An official document, received by 
Pastor Jose Nunez from the Min- 
istry of the Interior, points out 
that the church is being reopened 
“after the particular circumstances 
that surround the case have been 
carefully considered.” Observers be- 
lieve this phrasing implies that the 
church was closed mistakenly on 
the assumption that it was new 
work. In reality, the Third Baptist 
Church has been in existence since 
before the Spanish civil war. It 
had moved to a new location about 
nine months before the closing be- 


‘cause the old building was con- 


demned to allow the street to be 
widened. 


Up Comes Another J 
Archaeological “Find” 


JERUSALEM (EP) — An Israeli 
government inspector of antiquities 
has found an ancient Hebrew letter 
dating from the second half of 
the seventh century B.C. It is al- 
legedly the oldest one ever found, 
and was turned up at a seaside 
fort near Yavneh in southern 
Israel. 

Dr. Yosef Naveh, who made the 
discovery, said the letter was writ- 
ten on a piece of pottery by a 
peasant to a royal governor at the 
time of Jeremiah. 

This letter is believed to be nearly 
50 years older than the famed 
Lachish Letters unearthed in 1935. 
(Lachish was Judah’s chief for- 
tress city mentioned more than 12 
times in the Old Testament.) 

The recently discovered letter 
opens as follows: “May my Lord, 
the Prince, hear the word of his 
servant.” The writer then com- 


plains that while he was harvesting 
near the fort, his cloak was taken 
away “All my brethren will 
witness in my behalf that I am 
innocent,” the writer says. The 
words bring to mind an Exodus 
Passage on the judgments. of the 
law which says: “If thou at all 
take thy neighbour’s raiment to 
pledge, thou shalt deliver it unto 
him by that the sun goeth down...” 
(Exodus 22:26). 

Dr. Naveh said three other He- 
brew inscriptions also were found 
at the fort. One of them clearly 
points to religious reforms during 
the reign of King Josiah (640-609 
B.C.), Dr. Naveh said. 

Excavations are to be continued 
at the site which is located in an 
area near Kibbutz Palmakhim, a 
settlement close to Israel’s atomic 
reactor. 


Senate Interrupts 
Filibuster—For Prayer 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) — 
During a 24-hour marathon ses- 
sion of the United States Senate 
in early March while Senate mem- 
bers filibustered civil rights legis- 
lation, an unprecendeted action was 
taken. The legislators decided to 
take a break from the filibuster 
each noon while Chaplain Frederick 
Brown Harris offered prayer. 

Senate rules call for prayer to be 
offered at the beginning of each 
session. Should the Senate remain 
in a continuous session, several 
days or even weeks might elapse 
without a prayer being offered. 

Requests that the debate be inter- 
rupted each noon so that the Chap- 
lain could offer a prayer came 
from Sen. Everett M. Dirksen (Rep.- 
Ill.), Senate minority leader. 

Agreeing to the motion, Sen. Rich- 
ard B. Russell (Dem.-Ga.), leader 
of the Southern faction; declared, 
“If anybody on earth needs prayer 
at this time, it is the United States 
Senate. 


Biblical Zoo to Expand 


JERUSALEM (EP)—Israel’s 20- 
year-old Biblical Zoo here, consist- 
ing of animals, birds and reptiles 
which are mentioned in the Bible, 
will soon expand its menagerie to 
include representative specimens of 
all countries and regions of the 
world, with sections of the zoo de- 
voted to each region. 

The unique zoo, founded in 1940, 
is in itself an interesting study of 
the Bible period. 

Appropriate messages on the 
cages of animals, birds, and reptiles 
contain passages of Scripture and 
other comments relating to the wild- 
life. On the grounds, “Biblical” trees 
and shrubs form the landscape of 
the zoo.
